A review of the files of this Bureau has disclosed the following information 
pertaining to Ion Bochory. According to the records of the Immigration and natu- 
ralisation Service , Mew York, Bov York, Ion Bochory entered the United States by TWA 
plane from Paris on September 30, 1946 in possession of ^passport £013756*. He was ft 
described as age 41, single, a Rumanian citizen, and his birthplace was indicated as 
Bucharest, Rumania. He indicated his occupation as * induct r ialist *. *\ 

Information made available by a confidential and reliable source under date 
of July 36, 1947, reflects that J, 3. Bochory, Secretary General of the Rumanian- 
American Chamber of Ocauaerce in Romania, came to the United States in 1946 with a 
snail group from the Rumanian-AnBrioan Chamber of Commerce which included Mai Auaait 
and Jflcholae Malaxa, wealthy RnmAnlAn industrialists now residing in the United States. 
Boehpry was reported to have been the former representative in Rumania for Willys, ' 
General Motors, and other large automotive concerns.

In Connection with this Bureau 1 e investigation of the activities of Uicolae < 
Malaxa, with aliases, information concerning whom has been furnished your agency, 

Malaxa advised that Bochory was made a member of the R om a nian group which came to the 
United States upon the recommendation n f J &p Qpghin, . Pp .^.J ^nman lan political leader. 

The primary interest of the group was to develop commercial relations between the ^ 
United States and Rumania. Malaxa claimed that he had given Ion Bochory several 
thousand dollars during 1946 while in Paris and Switzerland and that sometime In 
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1947 Bodhory approached him for a loan with which to organise a bualnoae to export 
aut o*o hi lea to Rumania from the United States. Malax* ro fused to grant this loan 
and since then Bochory baa become his enemy. Halaxa referred to Ion Bochory as an 
ungrateful person and an Imposter, and stated that he was merely a used car salesman 
In Rumania, According to Halaxa, Boahory presented himself to Inert can society as •: 
"Prince" and falsely represented hlmeelf to he a business associate of King Michael,

Through a confidential source It was asoertalned that while in Paris In 
1346 Ion Bochory heard that Halaxa wanted to hack: Gheorghiu Be J In hie fight against 
Axis Paufcer, present Rumanian Foreign Minister* Halaxa reportedly purchased a 
Cadillac automobile In 3wit serlann and drove It to Paris Intending to give It to D«J. 
To keep his name out of the arrangement Halaxa got Bochory to drive the ear hack to 
Switserland where it was registered in Bochory's nasm* According to the source , 
Bochory then drove the car back to Paris where ho turned it over to DeJ upon Halaxa ♦» 
Instructions* Halaxa, however, claimed that he gave the car to the Rumanian Peace 
Delegation then In Paris and not to Be j personally.
